A Regulation to amend the North-East Frontier Agency 
Pauehayat Raj Regulation, T0O7. 

In exercise of the powers conferred by article 240 of the Constitution, 
read with sub-paragraph (2) of paragraph 18 of the Sixth Schedule to the 
Constitution, the Pi evident is pleased to promulgate the following 
Regulation made by him: — 

1. (1) This Regulation may be called the North-East Frontier Agency 
Panchayat. Raj (Amendment) Regulation 1970 

(2) It shall come into force at once. 

2. In section 2 of the North-East Frontier Agency Panchayat Raj 
Regulation, 1907, lor clause (xi), the following clause shall be substituted, 
namely: — 

‘(.ri.) “Sub-divisiunal Officer'’ means the Additional Deputy 
Commissioner or the Assistant Commissioner in charge of a sub- 
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division and includes an Extra Assistant Commissioner or such other 
officer as may be authorised by the Governor to discharge the functions 
of a Sub-divisional Officer under this Regulation in respect of an 
Anchal Samiti.’.
